St. Louis Dates to March 6th—10 P. M. 


The Democratic State Convention of Lou- 
isiana met at Baton Rouge on the 5th 
March. . 

A series of resolutions were adopted, ap- 
plauding the Northern supporters of Mr. 
embodying the 
principl of\ Jefferson Davis’ Territorial 
resolutions, recommending the two-thirds 
rule, and that the vote of Louisiana should 


‘be cast as a unit. In the event of the elec- 


tion of a“ Black” Republican President, 
Louisiana would meet her sister slave States 
in council for their future common protec- 
tion. The delegation were sent untrammel- 
ed, but Mr. Slidell was recommended for 
the Presidency. 

The time of holding the National Con- 
vention of the Constitutional Union party at 
Baltimore, has been fixed for the 9th of May. 

It was reported that Mr. McLane would 
go out to Vera Cruz on the 5th March, 
clothed with ample power to protect, with 
the aid of the United States squadron, Amer- 
ican citizens sojourning at that place, in case 
that Vera Cruz shall be attacked by Mira- 
mon. 

The Mexican Treaty is dead, beyond 
question. Senator Wigfall, of Texas, and 
every Republican Senator, are said to be 
determined to oppose it. Indeed, it is doubt- 
ful whether it will obtain a simple majority 
vote. 

On the Sth March, the Legislature of 
Maryland adopted an address, requesting 
the Governor to remove Judge Stump from 
office. 

The report of the Naval Board, who were 
appointed to investigate the affairs of the 
Navy Yards of the United States, has been 
presented. It deprecates the system now 
in vogue, which provides no absolute head 
at the yards. At present the responsibility 
is divided among different officers. The 
Board recommends a concentration of au- 
thority ; that no incompetent workmen be 
employed ; and that the master mechanics 
shall submit the names of subordinate me- 
chanics to the commanding officer for ap- 
proval. 

Charges have been preferred against 
Governor Cumming, of Utah Territory. The 
charges embrace peculation ia office, by 
crediting himself with compensation for the 
service of a Secretary, when he employed 
none. 

Charges against Dr. Forney, Indian Su- 
perintendent in Utah Territory, are also be- 
ing examined. The principal charge against 
him is that of having prepared false vouchers 

On the 5th, the Section-Master of the In- 
diana Railroad was knocked down, stabbed, 
and killed by rowdies. 

The negro crew on board the British 
ship Avoringo mutinied at Charleston, South 
Carolina, on March 4th. One negro was 
killed ; the others were arrested. 

On March Sth, a new steamer at Easton, 
Penn., exploded her boiler, killing a number 
of persons, whose names were not ascer- 
tained. 

On March 4th, a revenue cutter arrived 
at Halifax with the damaged mail of the ill- 
fated steamship Hungarian, but with no fur- 
ther news in regard to her wreck. 

On the evening of March 5th, Lockwood 
& Co.’s naval store, and Fitch, Flange & 
Co.’s camphene establishment, ſat New York, 
were burned. Loss, $35, 000. 

On the 5th March, Mr. Haun, of Califor- 
nia, presented the credentials of his suc- 
cessor, M. S. Latham. The latter then, 


having received the/ of office, took his 
seat as a member gf the Senate. 


On the 6th March, upwards of twenty 
different persons were nominated for Chap- 
lain of the House. Thomas H. Stockton, 


of Philadelphi

was elected. 

n the 5th inst., Mr. Sher 
man asked a suspe of the rules, to offer 
resolutions referring the Subject of a Pacific 
Railroad to a select committee of fifteen. 

Mr. Curry, of Alabama, objected: but 
the rules were suspended, and the resolution 
was adopted. 

Mr. Covode, of Pennsylvania, asked leave 
to offer a resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate the 
action of the President and of heads of de- 
partments, and other officers of the Govern- 
ernment, in using the public patronage for 
improper purposes. 

A scene of great confusion ensued, but 
the rules were suspended at last by a vote 
of 117 to 45, the resolution was introduced, 
and was adopted. 

Mr. Reagan, of Texas, asked leave to in- 
troduce a joint resolution placing $5,000,000 
at the disposal of the President to defray 
the expenses of volunteers, to be called into 
the military service of the United States for 
the suppression of hostilities on the Rio 
Grande.

ADVANTAGES OF TREES. 


We do not know the author of the fol- 
lowing beautiful and comprehensive notice 
of trees, but we think its perusal will cause 
miny of our readers to involuntarily and 
heartily respond to the familiar aud popular 
language of the sovg, ‘* Woodman, spare 
that tree:” 

How beautiful, most beautiful of earth’s 
ornaments, are trees! Waving out on the 
hills, and down in the valleys, in wildwood 
or orchard, or singly by the wayside. God’s 
spirit aud benison serm to ux ever present 
in trees. For theit shade and shelter to 
man and brate; for the music the winds 
wake among their leaves, und the birds in 
their branches; for the fruits and flowers 
they beur to delight the palate and the eye.

trees. Under bis owt vine end fig trie”

nests. Without trees, what a desert place 
would be our earih—nuked, parched, and 
hateful to the eye! Yet bow umuy are 
thoughtless of the use and beauty of trees. 
How many strike the axe idly or wantonly 
at their roots. Above ail other things iu 
the laudseape, we would deal genily with 
trees Most beautiful where and us God 
plants them, Lut beautiful even as planted 
by the pvorest art of man, trees should be 
protected and preserved. If he is a bene- 
f.ctor who causes two blades of grass to 
grow where one grew before, how much 
greater his beneficeuce who plants a tree in 
some wuste pluce, to shelter und shade, to 
draw thither song-birds, and to bear fruit 
for man. Plant trees, O man, that hast | 
waste lund, audi be careful of those that are 
pluuted.— Farmer and Planter. 


GEESE—THEI& VARIEIIES, ETC. 


Of ull our domestic birds, none, perhaps, 
are so profitable us geese, where there are 
facilities fur keeping them; for there are 
nove which cau do so much for themselves 
when alive, aud nove that come to so little 
wuste when dead. Uulike the fowl, all 
parts of the goose are equally good. Be- 
sides which, every feather is of value, great 
er than that of any «ther of our domestic 
birds. Every bouse-wite knows how to ap- 
preciate bedding stuffed with their pluwage; 
aud in these days of gold and steel pens, 
the goose still possesses quills, When 
young or in the green state, us some term 
it, the goose is a popular dish on the table 


Tue chief requisites fur keeping geese are 
n poud of water and a pasture for grazing. 
The latter is essential, us the bird is gram- 
iuiverous as well as grauiverous. Gruss | 
they must have, and that which grows on 
“marshy or moist grounds, most useless, and 
uusavery for catile, they seem to like best; 
Water of such size wud depth as will permit 
at least a daily “puddle,” is essential for 
stock virds;.f.r here they resort as soon us 
the door of the place of their nigbt’s rest 
is opened, und here aud then eusues the iv- 
tercourse from which an increase to their

ing life. Contrary-to the general opinion, 
rice will grow in almost all climates, the 
plant — a power of accom ting 


itself to circumstances of heat and moist- 
ure, beyond that of any other vegetable 
| ased for food. The warm swampy lands of 
the tropics are the places which it loves, 
aud in which it flourishes in the bighest de- 
gree. Tbontzh rice is, properly speaking, 
an aqaatic plant, yet it bas been grown 
with saccess ia the driest soils, and in the 
coldest climates, even on the slopes of the 
Himalaya Mountains. 

In this country, the swampy lands of 
South Carolina and Georgia furnish the 
best rice that is raised in the world, consti- 
tuting the rice of European commerce.— 
There is very much swamp land in Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Florido, &e., that could 
easily rival South Carolina in the pro- 
4 of rice. The English settlers in 


these early saw — ada pta tion to 


rice, and commeuced its culture very early. 
The seed was introduced into Charleston in 
the year 1694, by a vessel from Mudugas- 
car, which had in the cook’s bag a little 
rough rice. This was planted in a gurden, 
where it flourished remarkably well. The 
seeds were carefully preserved, and 8 
scattered among the settlers, W 
came the staple commodity of the ey 

The best rice is raise! iu the tide-water 
lands of the rivers, whose rich loam fur- 
nishes the best soil.

he lands proper for the cultivation of 

this grain were formerly great, deuse, cy- 
press swamps, or else reedy marshes. It re- 
quires great labor to clear and grade those 
low grounds, and so to protect them by 
ditches and embankments that the tide may 
be kept from them until needed in the pro- 
gress of the plant.

In these plantations the sowing is all 
done in one day, and then the wuter is let 
on gently just deep enough to cover the 
whole ground. This is kept on until the 
have germinated. The soil is then kept 
dry until the sprouts appear above ground, 
when the water is again let on, and contin. 
ned until the sprout is several ‘inches high. 
After the secoud boeing the water is let on 
for the third time, and kept on for a long 
time, until the weeds are killed. Severul 
weeks now elapse, and the plants are inun- 
dated the fourth time, which is kept on un- 
til just before the harvest. 


SELE D RECIPES. 
An EXCELLENT Loar or Cake may be 


made by mixing half a cup of butter with a 
cup of sugar, and adding a cup and a half 
of sour milk, (or sweet if you prefer, by 
mixing two teaspoonsful of cream of tartar 
with your flour,) halt a cup of raisins, three 
cups of sifted flour, and a teaspoonful of 
soda. This cake recommends itself when 
eggs are scarce. 

YANKEE CaKe.—Stir to a cream a tea 
cup of butter, W of sugar, then stir in four 
eggs beaten to a fro h, a grated nutmeg, and 
a pint of flour. Stir it until just before it 
is baked. It is good baked either in cups 
or pans. 

Jetty Cake.—One pound of butter, one 
of sugar, one of flour, twelve eggs, nutmeg 


and rose water. Butter a dinner plate, and 

bake thin; trim the edges with a knife. 
Frorr Caxe.—One pound and a half of 

flour, one pound of sugar, one-fourth pound 


of butter, one pint of sweet milk, six eggs, 
fruit and spice as much as you please. 


Sweet Potato Pie.—Boil the potatoes 
very soft, then p el and mash them. To 
every quarter of a pound put one quart of 


of those who can ufferd it. | milk, three tablespoonsful of butter, four 


beaten egys, together with sugar and nut- 
meg to the taste. It is improved by a glass 
of wine. 

AppLe CustarpD.—Pare and quarter a 
quart basin full of sour apples, stew and 
mash fine, then add gue teacup of coffee 
sugar; the white of six eggs beaten to a 
stitf froth; flavor to the taste; beat all to- 
gether, and serve with sweeteved cream. 


Citron Pickies.—Take the rind of ripe 


| citron, pare it and cut into slices; take half 


a pound of sugar to one of fruit and boil it 
till soft; add cinnamon and cloves to taste; 
put in one pint of vinegar to six pounds of 
fruit. Scald the whole together. 


Picktep Peacnes.—Tw four pounds of 
fruit add one pound of sugar; equal parts 
of good cider vinegar and water, sufficient 
to cover the fruit. Wipe the peaches, in- 
sert a clove in each, and put them in a jar 
with a few blades of mace. Boil the sugar, 
water and vinegar together; pour over the 
peaches while hot, and let them stand two 
days, closely covered. Repeat the process 
of heating two or three times If the fruit 
is not sufficiently cooked, put it in the kettle 
the last time of heating; when sufficiently 
soft, skim out, boil the liquor until there is 
just sufficient to cover the peaches. When 
cold, put in jars, and they will keep in any 
place. Prepared as above, they have kept 
perfectly for two years. 


WIrrEwasn.— This article, as ordinarily 
made, rubs off of the walls after it becomes 
dry, soiling clothes and everything comin 
in contact with it. This may be obviated 
by slaking the lime in boiling water, stirring 
in the meantime, and then applying after 
dissolving in water, white vitriol (sulphate 
of zinc) in proportion of four pounds to a 
barrel of whitewash, making it the consist- 
ency of rich milk. The sulphate of zine 
will cause the the wash to harden, and pre- 
vent the lime from rubbing off. A pound 
of white salt should also be thrown into it. 


Testtx¢ Ecos — There is no difficulty 
whatever in testing eggs; they are mostly 
examined by a candle. Another way to tell 
good eggs is to put them m a pail of water, 
and if they are good they will lay on their 
sides, always; if bad, they will stand on 
their small end, the large end always upper- 
most, unless they have been shaken consid- 
erably, when they will stand either end ap. 
Therefore, a bad egg can be told by the 
Way it rests in water —always end up. nev- 
er on its side. Any egg that lies flat is 
good to eat, and can be depended upon.— 
An ordinary mode is to e them into a 
room moderately dark, and hold them be- 
tween the eye and a candle or lamp If 
the exg be good—that is, if the albumen is 
still unaffected—a light will shive through 
a reddish glow; while, if affected, it will be
